Its  aim  is  to  enlist  our  (teople 
in  giving  themselves. 

Money  is  never  a  problem  when 
a  |R*r»on  dedicates  himself.  A  per¬ 
son  who  is  a  real  steward  is  will¬ 
ing  to  use  his  talents,  his  time,  and 
Ins  money. 

The  Reach 

Stewardship  involves  all  of  us. 
It  iiieludes  (lie  men,  the  women, 
the  hoys  and  the  girls.  It  includes 
our  time  in  worship  and  worship 
is  far  more  than  tbs  morning 
preaching  service.  If  it  is  okay  for 
some  to  miss  (tie  night  service,  it 
is  okay  for  the  others.  And  this  is 
true  of  I  lie  Sunday  School,  the 
Training  Union,  the  Brotherhood, 
the  WMU,  ami  all  (tie  other  allied 
services. 

It  includes  personal  witnessing. 
When  C.hrist  said,  “Ye  shall  he 
witnesses,”  he  did  not  mean  just 
a  few,  hut  ALL.  And  when  we  are 
faithful  stewards  ia  these  fields, 
we  will  need  no  Every  Memlier 
Canvass  Committees.  We  will  al¬ 
ready  be  giving  in  a  worthy  way, 
fi*c  people’s  money  usually  g<ies 
where  their  heart  is. 

The  Results 

Spiritually  the  results  will  be 
large.  When  people  ia  large  nuni-

DANGER  IN  DEMOCRACY 

Stampede  s  democratic  organiza¬ 
tion,  such  as  this  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  and  you  have  dangers 
as  great  as  those  of  any  totalitarian 
government.

You  can  shout  “fire"  in 
any  crowded  auditorium  and  the  peo¬ 
ple  will  kill  themselves  trying  to  get 
out  Give  a  forceful  leader  the  mi¬ 
crophone  and  the  people,  if  prop¬ 
erly  challenged,  will  let  their  en¬ 
thusiasm  smother  their  wisdom  of 
more  quiet  moments.  * 

Tliis  Convention  lost  itself  on  Fri¬ 
day  morning  in  a  stampede  It  start¬ 
ed  on  one  issue  when  the  word 
“commity"  was  tossed  about  rather 
freely  That's  as  much  a  fighting 
word  among  Baptists  as  “Commun¬ 
ist"  is  in  a  political  gathering 

It  ran  wild,  did  tb*  stampede, 
when  the  Radio  and  Television  Com¬ 
mission  in  effect  said  it  could  not 
properly  serve  the  people  if  forced 
•*  stay  in  Atlanta  six  months  or  w 
longer  than  A  must  stay  Atlanta, 
whatever  may  have  been  intended, 
get  a  black  eye. 

But  lest  credit  be  omitted  when 
due.  there  was  sanAy  ia  referral  of 
the  Home  Mission  Board’s  huge  ft. 
nancial  proposal  ta  the  Executive 
Committee  at  the  Thursday  night 
session  This  might  have  been  lost, 
however  if  A  had  been  called  back 
to  the  floor  during  the  stampede 

Too  long,  now.’  have  our  Baptist 
friends  of  Oregon-Washington  been 
sparking  the  fire  that  may  some 
day  burn  apart  our  tie*  with  them  m 
their  fine  program.
